The cause of the 
affray and tho circumstances attending 
It were about as follows, as detailed to 
us by Mr. E. T, Clements, Postmaster 
at Blue Mound: 


It seems that for sometime past a man 


by the name of Lew Nccse, hai been 
stopping in th* neighborhood, who.is a 
brother-in-law of Mr. Sarnuol Spiers, 
living throe miles west of BlueMonnd, 
just oror the line, in Christian county. 
Ncese claimed that Spiers waa owing 
him some money, and last night he 
went to the residence of the latter to 
collect what he claimed was due blm. 
Spiers declined to pay the claim, where- 
upon Nceso 
drew 
hla revolver and 


threatened to shoot Spiers. -Mr. Samuel 
Irwin, a neighbor who happened to be 
present, caught Necae by the arm to 
prevent him from ihooting, when the 
latter turned upon him anil threatened 
to shnoi them bolh—Ii win and Spiers. 
In tin- meantime Irwin held im to Noose,1 


mid whllo they were liiHsoling Spiert 
got oul of the way, and dually told 
Noose that If he would go to thq house 
thuy would aotlle. Upon this assurance, 
Noose put up his revolver and went to 
thq house with Spiers, and while there 
he r>aw Irwin marling on horseback 
toward liluo Mound, and piesuming lhat 
he was going to get out a warrant for 
his aneat, he lutt with n view to get- 
ting awtiy. 
Iiwin crime on to Blue 


Mound, und finding Hint he could not 
get out a warrant in this county, ho re- 
turned to_CliristmM county, and procur- 
ing u warrant, he this morning Jtook 
Constable Noeley with him and went in 
quest of Neona, whom they overlook 
about four miles west of Blue Hound, 
Irwin being armed with a shot gun. 
When Neeae saw them coming he ran 
into u coinllcld, and finding that he 
was 
hard 
pressed by lua pursuers, 


ho diew hia revolver and shot at Neeley, 
the shot taking elTect In the right Bide. 
Irwin then drew his shot gun nnd nltemp- 
tcJ to shoot Neeso, but the cap exploded 
without discharging tho piece, which ef- 
fectually disarmed him aud left him at the 
mercy of Nceso, who discharged four 
shots at him, neither of which took ef- 
fect. 


It being apparent lhat Noeley wis seri 


ously wounded. Ncesu waa allowed to go, 
and Irwlu directed his attention to the 
wounded man who was taken to Die near- 
est dwelling and medical ai»lst»ice called, 
when H was found that his wound la a 
vary dangerous one and but little hope is 
entertained of his recovery. 
Upon learn- 


ing tho facts as stated, quite a number of 
citl/.ona armed themselves uuil went iu 
pursuit of Noose, who had not been ap- 
prehended when our Informant left, 
The
